Ghastly commentary on the unctuous assurance of 
stall-fed statesmen that “poverty is one of the greatest 
blessings a man can have” came swiftly in Saskatchewan 
yesterday. 


An able-bodied Canadian man and his wife, driven 
frantic by want and humiliated by official requirements 
that they go back to their own village and make plea for 
a pauper’s dole, decided it was less cruel to end their lives 
and take with them into eternity their nine-year-old son. 
They did succeed in taking the life of their child away 
from this strangely ironic world where, in a nation 
endowed with all that man needs, and the land cries out 
for man’s labor, bread-winners are denied man’s elemental 
right to earn his bread in the sweat of his brow. 


How much longer is this ghastly condition to last? 
How much longer is the manhood of Canada to be 
sacrificed on the altar of profitable money for the rich, 
and doomed to beg for doles? 


How much longer will the farmers and workers and 
business men of Canada tolerate a system whereby a 
million and a half Canadians are denied the right of 
useful work at fair wages, and the buying power of this 
army of consumers is as completely taken away as if a 
ruthless invader had thrown them into prison camps? 


Our farmers are insolvent; our merchants are headed 
for bankruptcy; homes are being forfeited; victims are 
being criminally driven insane. What deeper depth of 
degradation do our masters want to inflict before they 
will allow the credit of the nation to be used to put willing 
men at useful work for fair wages? Even the coupon- 
clippers cannot forever profit by this policy. When men 
prefer death to the ignominy of being shipped back to 
their native villages to petition for the dole, the interest- 
exacting classes are nearing the point where fools kill the 
goose that lays the golden eggs. 


There is no need for men to seek death, or incur 
bankruptcy if the government at Ottawa will use the 
accumulated gold reserves of the nation as a basis for 
issuing money, put the armies of the unemployed to useful 
work and remove the barriers they have erected in 
restraint of trade.

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TWO WESTERN KINGS 

Four times in succession, from 1929 to 1932, 
an Alberta farmer won the world champion- 
ship in wheat at the Chicago international 
exhibition. That warrants a healthy suspicion 
the honor might have come to this province 
again this year if Mr. Trelle of Grande Prairie 
had not won so often the officials ruled him 
out of further competitions. Other wheat- 
growing sections ef the continent had to be 
given a look-in seme way. 

This softens the disappointment that the 
“crown” has this year gone to a farmer in the 
neighboring province ef Saskatchewan, Mr. 
Isackson of Eldros. Western Canada thus main- 
tains its position as the producer of the best 
wheat in the werld, established by five suc- 
cessive wins, and by several wins previous to 
1929. The new “king” will have hearty con- 
gratulations from his competitors in this prov- 
ince and from its residents generally, coupled 
with a hope that he may hold the title until 
some Alberta farmer takes it away from him. 

Congratulations are also due to Mr. Ian 
Smith ef Welf Creek, son of a former wheat 
king, who captured the world championship in 
oats. Alberta thus secures, as it did in some 
former years, the championship for the second 
important grain grown in the west, and the 
standard feed grain which makes the west the 
equal of any part of the continent as a stock- 
growing country, 


SHOULD LIGHTEN THE LOAD 

Australian taxpayers are to be relieved of 
some more of their interest load. Since the 
depression came along the Commonwealth has 
converted $350,000,000 of bonds 
earrying lower rates of interest. It is to convert 
$80,000,000 more, by a loan in Lendon, replacing 


bonds bearing 4 and 5% per cent with new ones | 


bearing 3% per cent. 

Canada should also be doing sorne converting. 
The Minister of Finance announced last spring 
that he planned to launch a large conversion 
loan during the summer. Nothing ef the kind 
happened. The bonds which were issued in 
August were issued to get money with which to 
pay bonds that had matured, not to replace 
bonds which had not matured. 

In particular our Government should be 
getting rid of the tax-free bonds that were 
issued in war time. Gentlemen who made for- 
tunes out ef war contracts and war conditions 
locked them up in these bonds, and pay no 
income tax on the interest they draw, fifteen 
years after the war ended, It is high time that 
outrageous piece of favoritism were brought to 
an end. 

While Government income tax collectors 
pursue people on smal! salaries as though they 
were criminals, these wealthy holders of tax- 
free bonds are exempt. That is neither fair, 
honest, nor in the interests of peace, order and 
good government. 


HOW TO GET BUSINESS 
A C.N.R. train on Tuesday brought more 
than 700 people into Edmonton from points 
along the St. Paul line, while the same day a 
C.P.R. train brought an equal number to the city 


irom points along the Willingdon line. 

An invasion of that magnitude in the pre- 
Christmas shopping season is an event of very 
real importance to the city and its business 
houses, These heavily-loaded trains must have 
also marked something in the nature of an 
“event” in the records of railway operation in 
this part of the country for several years. 

A cent-a-mile excursion rate was the induce- 
ment that filled up the coaches of these trains. 
The same inducement has filled up the coaches 
of trains arriving from other directions on ex- 
cursion days in recent weeks. 

If the railway managements wanted to find 
out how to get people to ride on their trains, 
instead of in busses and in private motor ears, 
they are getting the information. It is all a 
matter of price, 

This loca! experience confirms the evidence 
from experiments which were made during the 
summer as to the effect of reduced rates in 
building up through traffic, It is shown that 
both long distance traffic and middle distance 
traffic respond readily, and in surprising yol- 
ume, to the offer of cheap tickets. 

The railways might next try the experiment 
of cutting regular passenger rates, Since (hey 
have to run trains anyway, they may as wel) 
run them loaded as half-empty. The inference 
from the tests that have been made with low 
excursion rates is that low regular rates would 
increase the day by day traffic of the railways 
immensely,

THE FIRST THING NECESSARY 


First in the list of constructive proposals 
«which the four western Premiers have suggest- 
ed to the Dominion Government, as means to 
break up the condition of nation-wide stagna- 
tion, is that an extensive program of public 
works be launched, to be financed by the use of 
the national credit, and “if necessary” by the 
issue of new currency. 

In making this their first recommendation 
the provincial Premiers went directly to the 
crux of the situation and pointed straight at 
the “key log” in the national jam. Put our idle 
men at work, and pay them real wages for their 
work; and goods will become saleable, business 
will revive, debts will be paid, industry and 
commerce will quicken, investments will be- 
come profiteble, Leave them idle, or main- 
tain them in relief camps at twenty cents a day; 
and these things will not and cannot happen 
until war or some shift in the aims and policies 
of the nations may react to bring them to pass. 

The provincial Premiers refuse to accept the 
view that Canada can do nothing to re-shape 
its internal conditions, but must wait until 
Providence intervenes or a wave of commercial 
sanity sweeps around thé world and breaks 
down the barriers which have been built 
everywhere against international trade. They 
assert that the Government of Canada is not 
an impotent spectator of the play of forces 
over which it can exercise no control. They 
discard the whole doctrine of despair with a 
direct demand for action, and call upon Ottawa 
to break with the fatalistic notion that our 
fortunes are in the hands of fate. 

Emphasis is placed on the need of an “exten- 
sive’ work program. Nothing short of that 
will meet the case. Nor will that suffice unless 
the work done is paid for at a rate of wages 
which will reinstate the men so employed as 
distributors of money and normal consumers 
of goods. There is nothing in twenty cents a 
day for anybody.

I haven't read Beverley Nichols “Cry Havoc,” 
but it can’t be a more ugly revealing of the 
sordid side of war than Fenner Brookway's “The 
Bloody Traffie’—an ugly name to the ugly busi- 
ness of inciting war and supplying both sides 
with the means of destruction. 

ee 

Brookway isn't one-sided in his revelations 
of what took place under the sacred banner 
of profit in the Great War, though his book is 
not confined to that great clash of armaments. 
He says—and later gives the details of his proof: 

German soldiers were killed by the thou- 
sand with grenades to which were attached 
Krupp patent fuses, German soldiers were 
entangled and bayoneted on barbed wire 
made by German firms. German vessels 
were sunk, and their crews drowned, by fire 
from British ships using German gun-sights. 

German troops were blown to bits by 
French, Italian and Russian guns and can- 
non made with German iron and steel. The 
Russian navy was built with German capi- 
tal. The infantry of the Allies went into 
battle wearing German-made shields. 

That is one side of the story. The other is 
this: 

British regiments were shattered “by 
shells composed of gunpowder provided by a 
trust in which British firms were partners. 
British crews were sent to the bottom of the 
sea by torpedoes, submarines and mines 
made in the dockyard of a British firm. 

The British and Australian troops in the 
Dardanelles were massacred by guns and 
forts built by a British firm. The regiments 
of the Allies of France in the Balkans were 
destroyed by guns and cannon supplied to 
Bulgaria by a French firm. 

Typical of the proof given by Mr. Brookway 
in support of his charges is the evidence in the 
lawsuit brought by Krupp’s against the Vickers 
firm after the war for £6,150,000 at the rate of 
a shilling a fuse for the use of the Krupp fuse 
on hand grenades. This means that 123,000,000 
fuses of the German type were used against the 
Germans, each marked Kpz 96-04 to indicate 
that the patent was the property of Krupp. 
Krupp took his pound of flesh in the form of 
royalties for the tons of German flesh his 
patented fuse helped blow to pieces, in an inter- 
est in the British-owned Miers Steel and Rolling 
Mills in Spain. 


The progress of the Krupp firm from the 
time Alfred Krupp at the age of fourteen inher- 
ited a disused factory with room for seven men, 
and built it up to a great munitions centre 
supplying 52 nations with the means of fight- 
ing each other, reveals how fear and race 
hatred was worked upon by Krupp to make 
customers. 

There’s an amusing letter Krupp sent to 
Napoleon III in 1868 in which as “a simple 
industrialist” the gun maker drew the French 
Emperors attention to the fact that he had been 
supplying steel cannon to several powerful 
European Governments, and enclosing plans of 
cannon he could supply France, The Emperor 
replied through General Le Boeuf thanking the 
manufacturer and adding: 

I am requested to inform you that his 
Majesty extends his lively wishes for the 
suceess and expansion of an industry which 
promises to be of considerable service to 
mankind. 

Was the Emperor facetious or merely court- 
ly? Two years later when a German army with 

rupp guns was at the gates of Paris Krupp 
had the mortification of having supplied guns 
only to the one side.

Nowadays, gunpowder and munitions manu- 
facturers‘are nearly all international concerns 
with subsidiaries within each leading nation. 
Thus the Nobel Powder Co. (which was a Brit- 
ish incorporation at the commenvement of the 
Great War with factories in Germany) divided 
into two companies during the war in order to 
hold their properties and supply both combat- 
ants. Vickers-Armstrong, the amalgamation of 
four leading British armament makers con- 
trolling a score of subsidiaries, has subsidiaries 
or associated firms in Japan, Italy, Spain, 
Poland, France, Holland, Rumania, as well as 
in New Zealand, India, Ireland and Canada. 

After that one can understand why British 
firms during the war sold nickel and eopper to 
Norway and Sweden, to be sold by these coun- 
tries to Germany (under a promise they were 
not to be used for munitions), and how aero- 
planes described by Eddie Rickenbacker as 
“flaming coffins” were sold to the U.S. Army, 
and how the Kennecott, Utah and Calumet cop- 
per companies made profits in 1917 of 70, 200 
and 800 per cent. The old alchemists who sought 
vainly to turn lead into gold hadn't discovered 
that it is easier and more profitable to turn 
biood into gold.

Neither Lewisite (“Dew Death"), a gas so 
deadly that three drops on the skin is fatal 
(according to Prof. Noel Baker) or magnesium 
and ferric oxide (thermite) bombs, were used 
in the Great War. Wad the war gone into 1919 
the Allies were proposing to drop Lewisite 
bombs on Berlin, Ludendorff at the time of the 


Armistice was planning to drop thermite hombs | 


on London. Thermite, sometimes used in weld- 
ing railway tracks, burns at 3,000 degrees heat. 
It melts the steel case of the bomb. No appli- 
ance is yet known that will extinguish therm- 
ite, Water only adds to the incendiary effect 
Lewisite and thermite will be used in “the next 
war.” 

Sir Robert Hadfield of Hadfield’s Litd., has 
recently perfected a shell which will pierce a 
foot of the finest hardened armour plate in the 
two-hundredth part of a second at a distance of 
nine miles, carrying high explosive, He told 
the annua! meeting in April last: 

“If the time for larger employment 
comes we are ready to meet the require- 
ments of the Army and Navy with projec- 
tiles capable, at long ranges, of carrying 
their charges through the armoured protec- 
tion of the enemy ship, with disastrous 
results,” 

Perhaps some muddy-headed British citi- 
zens slept more comfortably after reading of 
Sir Robert's contribution toward dealing sud- 
den death at possible enemies, If so, it was 
because he overlooked the significance of Sir 
Robert's further glad tidings to the share- 
holders that the company had “taken out 
patents in eight countries.”

Make Motherhood 
Safer 


By DOCTOP. FRANK McCOY 

One of the greatest discoveries in medicine 
was made by Semmelweis, who first proved, 
85 years ago, that death from childbed fever 
is preventable—by cleanliness. 

Yet, even today, the greatest single cause of 
death among mothers is this same childbed 
fever which he showed us 
how to prevent, About 4 out 
of every 10 women who die 
during pregnancy and child- 
birth die from this cause, 
That the disease is prevent- 
able is‘proved by one hospital 
where this crusade for cleans 
liness was strictly enforced, 
and where, out of 25,000 wo- 
men giving birth, only 1 died 
from this kind of blood pois- 
oning. 

It is significant that mother- 
hood may be made safer in 

Dr. F. McCoy gmail maternity hospitals, or 
in large hospitals where the mothers are kept 
in buildings entirely separate from the surgical 
wards, The highest death rate is said to occur 
in the maternity wards of some of the large 
general hospitals, where many women with lit- 
tle money now go to have their babies, 

The only way that we can make every hos- 
pital a safe place for a mother to give birth is 
by the unrelenting cleanliness of Semmelweis, 
There are undoubtedly many hospitals in which 
every effort is made to protect the mother from 
childbed fever, These institutions have a lower 
death rate from this disease than the average 
and may be rated as safe. For these hospitals I 
have only the sincerest of praise. 

We usually consider that a man is in more 
danger than a woman, but a woman who under- 
takes motherhood today runs a greater risk 
than the average man is ever called upon to 
face. Due to the unusually high death rate for 
mothers in America, this country is almost the 
worst civilized nation in the world in which to 
have a baby. Out of a list of 20 America stands 
19th, In America, from 6 to 7 mothers die where 
in England only about 4 would be lost, in Swe- 
den less than 3, and in Holland 2.33. Between 
one-half and two-thirds of these deaths are 
preventable and as soon as they are prevented, 
this means that 10,000 more mothers will live 
each year. 

Of course, a small number of women will be 
in danger during childbirth from uncontrollable 
causes, but the greatest cause of death, which 
is childbed fever, is controllable, 

After childbed fever, the next greatest cause 
of death among mothers arises from the condi- 
tions of systemic poisoning called the toxe- 
mias of pregnancy, Such conditions may be 
guarded against if discovered early in preg- 
nancy and this early care would greatly reduce 
the kidney complications which are a danger 
to the pregnant woman. 

Undoubtedly, we could reduce the death 
rate among mothers to 2, instead of the 6 who 
now die, if we could give every mother the right 
care before the baby is born and during birth. 
Such prenatal care is often impossible in coun- 
try districts, but is available to thousands of 
expectant mothers in cities, who are not taking 
advantage of it. I would strongly advise every 
expectant mother to go to a competent doctor 


| and have a physical examination and to secure 


diet instructions which will tell her the best 
foods to eat, as early in pregnancy as possible, 
The right care during the months before the 
baby is born is of the greatest benefit in mak- 
ing motherhood safer, 

The bes® prenatal care must include the fol- 
lowing: complete physical examination, meas- 
urement of the pelvic region, at least 1 visit to 
the doctor each month until the 6th month and 


| every weeks thereafter, frequent urinalysis and 


blood pressure tests, and instructions as to diet, 
elimination, sleep, exercise, etc. . 

Some of the conditions which may arise dur- 
ing pregnancy and which require attention are: 
high blood pressure, excess of albumin in the 
liquid waste from the kidneys, bleeding even in 
small amounts, continued “morning sickness”, 
constipation and anemia.

— A Day in Canadian History — 


~ 


On this date, in 1869 Louis 
Riel captured a number of 
Loyalists at Fort Garry and 
held them as hostages in order 
to “secure justice” for the half- 
breed settlers of the Red River 
district. Among the prisoners 


was Dr. John Christian Schultz, | 
as remarkable a character as | 


ever walked across the stage of | 


Canadian history. Even his 
youth was tinged with romance, 
if not tragedy. His mother, 
from Ireland, had come to Am- 
herstburg (Upper Canada) 
where she married a Mr, Mc- 
Kinney, who died leaving her 
with several children. The 
widow carried on the business 
of her late husband and was 
able to keep her children in 
comparative comfort. 

Sofhe years later there ap- 
peared in her life a big Nor- 
wegian, named Schultz, who 
claimed that he had been 
trained for the Lutheran min- 
istry, but having been in the 
United States, had given up 
that idea and had gone into 
business, He courted and mar- 
ried the widow, who in due 
course presented him with a 
son, the future Sir John Chris- 
tian Schultz, doctor, journalist, 
politician, senator and then 
lieutenant governor of Mani- 
toba. When the lad was young 
the father dropped out of the 
picture, 

Once at Fort Garry the 20- 
year-old Schultz began to get 
busy. When his medical prac- 
tice did not occupy his time or 
bring in cash he dealt in furs; 
he became a “first citizen” of 
the community; he, with others, 
founded the Nor'wester, the 
first newspaper west of On- 
tario; he “joined” various frat- 
ernal organizations, in short 
was a “mixer”. His life was

filled with excitement of sorts 
for years. His experience as a 
prisoner of Riel, who sentenced 
him to death; his escape and 
perilous journey to Toronto and 
Ottawa, where he set public 
opinion aflame and forced the 
government to send the mili- 
tary expedition under Wolse- 
ley; his return; his share in the 
creation of Winnipeg; his first 
election to the House of Com- 
mons, which he literally won 
with his fists in days when 
polling meant fighting — all 
these things are part of the his- 
tory of Manitoba, and can be 
found there; but I have come 
across an incident in his life 
which is not in these books and 
may be new told, 

Once he had been south and, 
returning to the Red River, was 
stopped at the border by some 
hostile Indians, on the Ameri- 
can side, who took him for an 
American and threatened death. 
Schultz told them he was an 
officer in the British Army and 
produced a picture of Queen 
Victoria which he always car- 
ried in his pocket; he was only 
a private in the militia at 
Kingston, but the Indians did 
not know the difference and he 
was permitted to proceed to the 
Red River. 

A personal friend and devot- 
ed admirer of John A, Mac- 
donald, Schultz was a great be- 
liever in the future of the 
Canadian west and in the rec- 
ords of both the House of Com- 
mons and the Senate are to be 
found predictions of what the 
West was ta be to Canada, 
which, ridiculed at the time, 
have been more than fulfilled. 


| He’ died, comparatively young, 


only 56; but won the title to 
rank among the makers of 
modern Canada,

Address United 
Church Women 


Four great perils that threaten the 
church and civilization were des- 
cribed by Miss Elizabeth McLennan, 


When she addressed a meeting of 
the United Church Presbyterial at 
luncheon in McDougall Church 
Wednesday. Miss McLennan refer- 
ted to the yellow peril, the black 
peril, the red, and the white peril. | 
Great masses of the yéllow races 
lived in poverty, ignorance and vice ! 
in China and Japan, she said. In 
Africa, the black people were a 
lower type of race and the menace 
of communism was felt throughout 
the world. The white peril was our 
own apathy and lack of interest. 
She wondered if the white races, 
who had so much to offer, were 
just playing at missions? Do we 
really believe that “greater things | 
than these” can be done by us” she 
asked. She felt that thorough con- | 
secration all perils could be over- | 
come.

The delegate also favored a re- 
duction of interest on bonds, and 
the insertion of the recall clause in 
the debenture issues so that bonds 
might be recalled at the will of the 
city and a refunding issue launched, 
if necessary.
